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Now for barbarouſnefle an1 inhumanity to women and children,

1s it not their uſiall practice firtt to plunder a mans houſe 
of all Plate and Monies, anithen impriſon him as a Delinquent, for 
no other faulc but bec2uſe he {tood loyal] to his Prince ; as if it were 
r90 little ro take a mans cltate , unlefc alſo they rob him of his in- 
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nocence ? Have they not now ſtuffe4 all the Priſons in Londox with 
Exles, Lords, Biihops, Judges, and Knights, Maſters of Colledges, 
Lawyers an| Gentlemen, ot all conditions and Counties? for what 
(God knowec>) they themſelves know not: inſomuch as now they 
arc <nforce4 to find new priſons tor the Knights, Aldermen,an{ ful - 
antiall Citizens of Loder, who arc now thrult in thither ovely 
becauſe they are ſuipeRed to love their King? Have they not by 
impriſonment or ctrcats, muzzled the 'mouthes of the molt grave, 
and learned Preachcrs of London, witn: fle Dottor Fearl/ey, Door 
Hayward, Do@or Heoldfhror th, Matter Shnute, Maſter Squire, Maſter 
Griffth, 3nd many others {for fo T am informed theſe men are) be» 
c:ute they Preacl: that which their conſcience reils them 1s the 
knowne truth. And who are countenanced but ignorant and ſed'ti- 
u5 teachers, who (like the Maſe Prieits of old) call mightily onthe 
people f. r their plate, and money. for their patrons and themſelvcs? 
who, beſides their datly Pul;1tsrreafons, vert fuch other Divinity ,as 
it L«ther were living, he would bluſh to callthem Proteitants: And 
if this ve nut cruclty, 1:Juitice, tyranny,let God and Puſterity judge:

And whereas 
they fander us for Poptth Cavaliers, I with there were no more 
Papiſts intheir Army then we have zn ours ; but to mee *cis no won- 
der witch what face they can ]uder 8, for-mz2n dif-ff.t:d to lie 
Proteſtan: teiigion, whenas tour grand Reſorimeisreiule to cmeto 
Chu:ch. For His jacred Majeity, I have beene a frequent witn« tle 
here in E1igland ( and all the world knowes he never thewed him- 
{elfe orherwil?, and thereforc hold it to be my part and dary to tell 
them.thart His Majeitc he molt fairhfull, & beſt Defender of r he 
Vroteitant Rel1cion of any Chrittian Prince in Exrope,&is fo accoun- 
teu by all rhe Princes in Chriltendome. And what a gracious ſuppor= 
ter bath he 2cene 1n particular to the Queene of Bohemia (my ver- 
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tuous Royall mother ) and to the Prince Ele&our my Royall 
brother, no man can be ignorant of : if therefore in common gra- 
titnde, I do my utmoſt in defence of His Majeſtic, and that 
cauſe whereof hee hath hitherto beene ſo great and happy a patron; 

no ingenuous man but mult thinke it moſt reaſonable, And for my 
ſelfe,the world knowes how deeply I have ſmarted, and what pe- 
rils I have undergone for the Proteſtant cauſe, what ſtately large 
promiſes were oftered mee would I conſent; and what a wretched 

cloſe impriſonment was threatned,if Irefuſed to change my Relit- 
gion, when I wascaptive to the Emperour of Germany, enough to 

fatisfic any man of moderation: Bur it to be not ſufficient, [ would to 

God all Engliſh men were at union among themſelves, then with 
what alacrity would i venture my life to ſerve this Kingdome a. 
gainlt thoſe cruell Popiſh Rebels in Ireland: tor though I will never 
fight in any unrighteous quarrell, yet to defend the King, Religion,8& 
L1wes of a Kingdome againlt Subjets,who are up in Armes againſt 
their Lord and Soveraigne, and ſuch (all good wiſe men know this, 
and that of Ireland to be) rhough the pretence look ſeverall wayes: 
ſ:cha cauſe my conſcience tells me is full of piety and juſtice, and if 
it pleaſe Go1 to end my dayes in it, I ſhall think my laſt breath ſpent 
with as much honour and religion, as if I were taken off my knees at 
my prayers, Ithinke there is none that take me for a Coward , for 
{ure I feare not the face of any man alive, yet I ſhall repute it the 
greateſt viRory in the world to ſee His Majeſtie enter London in 
peace, without ſhedding one drop of bloud : where, I dare ſay 
(God and His Majeſtie are witneſles, I lye not) no Citizen ſhould 
be plundered of one penny or farthing, whereby that ancient and fa- 
mous Citite would manifeltly perceive how deſperately it hath been 
abuſed by moſt (trange, talſe, and bottomleſle untruthes , for which - 
fo.ne body (without repentance) mult bee aſhamed at the day of 
Jutzemcnt, if they eſcape a conJione legall puniſhment in this 
wor'l.
